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COTTON TO THE FORE. 

Cotton continues to maintain its im 
portance in the export trade of the 
United States. The total value of the 
exports of domestic merchandise in the 
nine months ended with March of the 
present fiscal year was $1,570,890,597 
Of that total the $530,884,826 worth of 
raw cotton exports represented 33.8 pei 
cent., or more than a third. Cotton, 
too, has been in the nine months largely 
responsible for the increase in the total 
value of exports of domestic merchan 
dise from $1.330,464,.906 to S1570.890, 
597, or by $240,425,691, equal to 18 per 
cent. This appears in the following 
table, comparing in nine months ended 
with March, 1910, and March, 1911, re 
spectively, the values of exports of 
breadstuffs, meat and dairy products, 
cattle, hogs and sheep, cotton, mineral 
oils, constituting nearly half of the total 
of value of exports of domestic mer 
chandise :

IN SOUTHERN HIGHLANDS. 


Details of Plians for the Assembly 
Grounds in North Carolina, 

Mr. J. W. Seaver, Jr., of Waynesville, 
N. C., chief engineer of the Southern As- 
sembly project in North Carolina, writes 
to the MANUFACTURERS REcorRD regarding 
the improvements as follows: 

“There will be constructed in the near 
future an earth dam, with concrete core 
wall and spillway, having approximately 
the following dimensions and quantities: 
Length on water level, 650 feet; length on 
crest, 900 feet; maximum height, 45 feet; 
embankment, 125,000 cubie yards; con 


crete, 10,000 cubic yards. 


specifications for this dam are now well 


under way, and bids will probably be ad- | 


vertised for during this month. This dam 
will form a lake covering nearly 300 acres, 
and we expect to develop approximately 
200 horse-power electrically, this furnish 
ing electric lights and whatever small pow- 
ers may be needed within the grounds. 
“There will also be built during this 
summer about five miles of boulevards 
(around the lake), and a tentative loca 
tion has been made for five additionai 


miles to be built in the fall and winter, 


Sand clay will be tried on the first five 
miles, and if it proves satisfactory will be 
used throughout. All culverts and road 
bridges are to be of concrete, and roads 
will be underdrained, It is the present 
intention of the Assembly management to 
build these roads by day labor, and equip 
ment for constructing same will be ordered 
in the near future. This work will prov 
ably begin May 1. During this month 100 
lots will be ready for sale. These lots ave 
in close proximity to the auditorium, as 
sembly hall and hotel grounds, and are 
among the most desirable on the grounds, 

“There will be erected during this year 
a 10)-room hotel, an assembly hall and an
